The Israeli Government's arms deal with West Germany has been 
approved by the Knesset. A vote taken on Wednesday resulted in 57 
Members voting for the Government, 45 against, and six abstentions, 
But members of the Government Coalition parties, Achdut Avoda and 
Mapam, voted against the arms sale. Reliable sources said that 
the resignation of the Government had been postponed for a few 


days. It is expected that a caretaker 
the elections in November.

Mr. Ben-Gurion had on Monday 


left a Cabinet meeting because of the - 


Achdut Avoda 
members. The Cabinet rejected a 


proposal’ by Achdut “Avoda and 


Mapam that the‘ arms contract be 
cancelled. The Progressive Party 


stated that they were opposed to the. 


cancellation of the contract but said 
that any further deals of this nature 
should be approved by the Cabinet. 
The Mapai group in the Knesset 
endorsed the stand taken by Mr. 
Ben-Gurion and other Mapai 
Cabinet Ministers, and decided that 
should Mapam and Achdut Avoda 
vote against Mr. Ben-Gurion or even 
abstain the Coalition Government 
should come to an end. 

After hearing an address by Mr, 


Ben-Gurion, the Knesset Foreign 


Affairs Committee passed a resolution 
recommending the Government not to 


cancel the order for the sale of arms 


to Western Germany, There were nine 
votes—those of Mapai, the General 
Zionists, and the Progressives—in 
favour of the resolution against the 
six opposing votes of Achdut Avoda, 
Mapam, Cherut, and the National 
Religious Party. 

4 Communist motion of no con- 
fidence in the Government had been 
defeated by 57 votes against five (all 
Communists), with 35 members of the 
Opposition parties abstaining. Both

TWO GENERATIONS 


“R. Simeon b. Yohai said: *God 
considered all nations bui only found 
the. generation of the _ wilderness 
worthy to receive the Torah’” 
(Leviticus Kabbah xiii, 2). 

in the 


E read this Sabbath 

synagogue what usually 

referred to as the story of 
the spies—but any schoolboy nur- 
tured on an average diet of com- 


mercial television and Hollywood will 


tell you that, im this particular 
context, “spy” iS" a misnomer. 
Twelve men (names. and contacts 


provided) may constitute reconnais- 
sance but not espionage, at least not 
in modern parlance. Moreover, the 
questionnaire issued by Moses would 
appear unworthy of the intelligence 
of any self-respecting spy. It is as if 
they were asked to delete the inap- 
plicable word(s) in the following list’: 
Nature of iand—good/ bad /fat/lean., 
Nature of people—strong / weak /few/ 
many. Nature of cities—camps/, 
strongholds, etc, Nothing much was 
left to the imagination here. 


More sophisticated readers will note: 


thut the whole expedition was ostensibly 
superfluous, The people had already 
been promised that they were to inherit 
a land flowing with milk and honey. 
Moreover, the method of selecting the 

‘spies “ seems totally out of harmony 
with Mosaic leadership which, if it can 
at all be classified, partakes more of 
benevolent paternalism than democracy, 
On what other occasion, since and 
including the Exodus, had the opinion 
of the several tribes been sounded in 
connection with a major operation ? 


MOSES. inspired by God, had led a 
**4 rabble of slaves from the bondage 
of Egypt to the freedom of the desert. 
He had organised them into a united 
people and given to them a -: Divine 
Law. No doubt God, who had divided 
the Red- Sea, could also have obliterated 
the inhabitants of Canaan and hastened 


thereby the entry of the Children of 
Isracl into the Promised Land. But that 
is not how God werks. The Promised 
Land was to be fought for, not given 
on a plate. And the stark truth, known 
to God and Moses, was that the genera- 
tion of the wilderness had neither the 
=a nor the enterprise for the tasx. 
The Exodus and the shock of the Divine 
Revelation coupled with the strange new 
life they were leading had overtaxed 


their already overtired frames. The 
new generation, with their . paresis’ 
experience behind them, under a new 


leader with a new and daring approach, 


would enter the Promised Land. You 
cannot put young heads on old 
shoulders. And young heads . were 


needed; for, in battle, discretion (which 
comes only with age) is not always the 
better part of valour (which ts, of 
should be, the hallmark of youth). 
But how to convince the old 
shoulders that the hour had not yet 
come for entering into the Promised 
Latid? How to tel them that they 
would not be there when the hour of 
destiny came? Only one way—experi- 
ence. A group of men, representing 
the. several tribes, would themselves 
bring home the truth to the people 
that they were simply not up to it 


NOTHING is More tragic than sceing | 
an old horse put out to grass-— 
nothing except, perhaps, the attitude of 
mind which sees the tragedy. It derives 
from regarding life as a journey between 
Signposts, the only criterion of success 
being “getting on.” There is a dignity 
in leaving Egypt, receiving the Law, 
journeying through the wilderness (even 
with grumbles and lapses), which no 
amount of failure of nerve in old age 
can tarnish. The poet who wrote of. 
one glorious hour being worth an age 
without name was echoing the sentiment 
of a famous second-century rabbi who 
drew. attention to the fact that some 
men achieve the immortality in one 
hour which it takes other men a life- 
time to achieve. The generation of the 
wilderness certainly did not get to the 
Promised Land. Equally certain they 
had their moments.

Twelve men (names and contacts 
provided) may constitute reconnais- 
sance but not espionage, at least not 
in. modern parlance. . Moreover, the 
questionnaire issued by Moses would 
appear unworthy of the intelligence 
of any self-respecting spy.

TAXING COMPENSATION 


Payments to Victims of Nazism 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The taxation by Britain of com- 
pensation payments by West Germany 
to refugees from Nazism was referred 


to by the Marquis of Reading in the 


Lords last week (June 25). 

Fhe Eart or Dunpber, Minister with- 
out Portfolio, stated in reply that the 
compensation fell into four main 
categories, 

(a) Compensation to the dependants 
of. persons’: who had lost their. lives, 
This, he explained, took. the form of a 
lump sum plus monthly maintenance 
payments. [hus lump sum is treated 
for United Kingdom tax purposes. as 
capital and therefore is not taxable,” 
said Lo Dundee. The monthly pay- 
ments are liable to tax.” 

(b) Co npensation for loss of or 
damage to profession, trade, 
mahagerial position or employment. A 
person entitied to. compensation under 
this head could clect to take either a 
lump sum payment or an annuity. “ The 
lump sum -is not liahle to tax... The 
annuity is Ha he . said. 

(c) Compensation was paid for loss of 
pension rights. This: was payable. to 
public servants: and, where the German 

had taken the. liabilities. of 
former employers, to certain other 
employees. 

Lord Dundee stated: ‘The . com- 
pensation takes the form of recur rent 
monthly payments and hiable to tax. 

(d) Compensation for persons 
_ themselves suffered injury to body 
health. This was not lable to tax. 

“ The treatment for United Kingdom 
purposes of all categories: follows the 
treatment which would be accorded 
under the income tax law to compensa- 
tion... payments. of ‘a similar ‘nature 
.teceived from. other sources. by 
resident in this country,” he added: 

Lor d Reading asked. if Bri iain was the 
only country which imposed. taxation on 
payments of this’ kind.

NEW FINDS AT, 
HAZOR 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The view that a Biblical problem 
may have been solved by the fourth 
season of excavations on the site of 
the ancient city of Hazor in Israel 
was expressed by Dr. Yigal Yadin, 
when he described the discoveries to 
the Anglo-Israel Exploration Society 
last week. Dr. Yadin led the James 
de Rothschild expedition to Hazor, 
under the auspices of the Hebrew 
University. 

The meeting, held at the Royal Society 


_ of Arts, London, was presided over by: 
Lord Cohen. 


Those present included 
the Chief Rabbi, Mrs. James de Roth- 
schild, and many scholars. 

Dr. Yadin said that during their latest 
season of excavations they made some 
As a result they 
would be able to offer firmer solutions 
to some problems than they had been 
able to do in the past. One of the 
problems which they had hoped to solve 
was whether Hazor was destroyed by 
Joshua and = its king killed. 
Judges IV Hazor is still mentioned a 
existing, but it was very puzzling, sald 


Dr. Yadin, inat it is not at 
all in the song of Deborah. had 
been a most. intractable 

After describing, with the aid of 


lantern slides, the excavations, Dr. Yadin 
suggested that after the destruction of 
the last Canaanite city and until it was 
~rebuilt by King Solomon; there was 
no city of Hazor, apart from a few huts. 
If this view were correct. he said, it 
meant that at the time of Deborah there 
was no city of Hazor and they should 
look to Deborah as providing a true 
account of the position. Dr. Yadin con- 
cluded by saving that he believed that 
the last Canaanite city of Hazor was 
destroyed by Joshua. that some nomads 
came and settled there, and that Solomon 
rebuilt city. 

Lord Cohen’ congratulated Dr. Yadin 
on the work achieved.

Discussion on Arms for Germany 


JERUSALEM 

Extracts of minutes from Cabinet 
meetings made available to the press 
by the Government, throw some 
light on the arms deal controversy 
between Mapai and the Left-wing 
Coalition partners. 

The first reference to the deal was made 
by the Premier,, Mr. Ben-Gurion, at a 
mid-December Cabinet meeting, when he. 
sought authorisation for the Defence 


Ministry to sell arms abroad under the 
1949 firearms law, reports the J.T.A. 


The Development Minister, Mr. Ben- | 


tov, of Mapam, had asked: “ From 
whom comes the order?” Mr. Ben- 
Gurion: “From. various countries in 
Eurcpe.” The Minister of Justice, Dr. 
Rosen: “ We should know from which 
countries.” Mr, Ben-Gurion: “A 
number of countries—Holland, Germany, 
and periaps also a third country, I am 
asking for general approval.” 

Here, Dr. Rosen interposed that the 
law’s intention might have had a political 
significance, Mr, Ben-Gurion replied: 
On: several occasions there were orders 
in which the Foreign Ministry intervened 
and did not permit the sale. If there was 
no opposition. we would have finished 
with this question.” 

A month later Mr. Ben-Gurion asked 
the at a meeting in which 
Mapam’s Mr. Mordechai Bentov and 
Achdut Avoda’s Mr, Bar-Yehuda were 
absent, to extend approval not only for 
the sale of arms but also to its manu- 
facture, likewise required by law. 
Approval was granted {the protocol of 
this meeting makes no reference io Ger- 
many or any specific country). 


Ben-Gurion’s Questions 


‘The next reference was of the March 
29 Cabinet meeting, when the Finance 
Minister, Mr. Eshkol, -revealed that 
foreign currency income was expected 
from Germany, The Health Minister, 


Mr. Barzilaj. (Mapam), then raised the. 


question about the sale to Germany, and 
Mr. Ben-Gurion replied: “ In which 
religious code (Shulchan Aruch) is. it 
written that it is forbidden to: sell arms 
to West Germany ?” Mr, Barzilai: “It 
is not written, but I think we should not 
sell arms to Germany,” Mr. Ben-Gurion 


said : ‘I. do not think so.’ Mr, Barzi- 
lai:. “IT ask for discussion.” The 
Premier: “ Good, next week. Is it only 


to West Germany ?” = Barzilai: “* To 
East. Germany, too.’ 

Mr. Ben-Gurion: Why did you 
travel to East Germany ? [I refused to 
Write a letter to a German professor 
about a book on Spinoza. although he is 
a man of sterling character: I said that 
“if it had been a professor in Switzerland 
I should have written willingly.” Mr. 
Barzilai: “In my opinion it. is possible 
and necessary to travel to every. inter- 

national gathering in Germany, Eastern 
and Western. Everyone goes.’ Mr. Ben- 
“It is permissible to travel to 
West Germany but not to East Germany, 
They have murdered and. robbed and 
have not returned loot. Western Ger- 
many, at least, wants to make repara- 
tions, but they have murdered and also 
taken possessions—there is the difference 
between Western and Eastern Germany.” 
Mr. Barzilai: ** Nevertheless, the sale of 
arms and travel. are two different things.” 
' There was no. further discussion and 


. the addenda to the extracts adds “no 


one returned to. the question of Ger- 
many.” Neither was. it discuss ed at the 
next meeting. 

After the Cabinet meeting of March 29 
the Government Secretary seni. a memo- 
randum to Mr. Ben-Gurion asking for 


instructions as to whether Mr. Barzilai's. : 


question should be placed on the agenda. 
This transpired during Sunday's Cabinet 
meeting, Mr, Ben-Gurion stated: “ I did 
not subsequently consider it necessary to

In a letter to the Premier on April 14 
two Ministers, Mr, Bar-Yehuda and Mr. 
Carmel, referred to the absence of a 
meeting on the subject and stated they 
were unequivocably opposed to the sale 
of arms to Germany, Reserving the right 
to explain their stand at the Cabinet 
meeting, they expressed the hope that, 
pending discussion, the Defence Ministry 
would take no steps in a direction toward 
implementing the de 

Replying fifteen days later from Sdeh 
Boker and asking why the letter had 


~ reached him so late, Mr. Ben-Gurion said 


he had examined the decision regarding 
the sale of arms and found that it 
applied to all countries without excep- 
tion, “ For this reason the matter does 
not require further discussion in the 
Cabinet. You have, however, the right 
te propose cancellation of the decision 
and, until your proposals are adopted, the 
decision remains in force and the Defence 
Ministry will act accordingly, On the 
merits of the matter, your attgude sur- 
prises me, but you are entitled to hold it 
and I shall make no vajn attempt to 
prove the absurdity of your proposal.” 


Ministers’ Argument 


The Ministers. replied that the ey did not 
recall a Government decision “ that can 


_be relied upon on the sale of arms to 


Germany by the Defence: ony with- 
out prior consultation with the Govern- 
ment,”’ adding that even if it had been 
shown that such a decision existed they 
requested that the transaction should not 
be carried out before discussion in the 
Cabinet, Six days later, on May 10, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion reiterated the existence of 
“arms may 
be sold to any country if the Foreign 
Ministry does not object. It does not say 
‘if the Interior Ministry or the C om- 
munications Ministry do not. object.” 

The Defence Ministry has acted, and will 
act, according to this decision.” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, after revealing the 
exchange of. letters at Sunday’s Cabinet. 
meeting, added: “ Since then, six weeks 
have passed and seven Cabinet meetings 


have’ been held and no one, either of 


Achdut Avoda or Mr. Barzilai, has raised 
the question of arms to Germany. or 
Proposed discussion.” 


QUESTION OF SECURITY 


In an. interview which he: gave to a 
correspondent Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said that Israel. would fulfil 
Germany's order despite efforts to “ tor- 
pedo the deal.” In addition to economic 
benefits, the Premier said, the transaction 


‘has security implications. 


Referring to the close ties between West 
Germany and France, he said the latter 
is Israel’s closest ally in Europe. He also 
cited Bonn’s position in the Councils of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
and the European Common Market, 

Mr. Ben-Gurion expressed gratification 
that Israeli-made weapons should have 
been chosen in competition with arms 
from other coun‘ries, and that.West 
man experts should have fotind th 
superior.~~ 


Asked whether he had any moral com- 


punction about selling arms to Germany, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion said: “I distinguish 
between the Germany of yesterday and 
the Germany of today.” He added that 
no Jew and no decent man could forget 
what Germany had done to Jewry. “ But 
now,” he said, “we are dealing with a 
changing world and we must look towards 
the future, not the past.” 

The Premier told “* Davar,”. the Israeli 
newspaper, that the German order was 
of great importance for the Israeli arms 


industry because it supplied work for 


many workers who would otherwise have 


had to be dismissed.

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KASHRUT ON LINERS 
Not Supervised by. Beth Din

Passengers on British liners who are 
under the impression that kashrut 


arrangements on board are under the. 


supervision of the Beth Din or the 
Kashrus Commission are incorrect in 
their supposition, said Dayan A, 
Rapoport at a meeting of the Kashrus 
Commission, at Woburn House last 
week. 

He said that since the war many 
attempts had been made to induce the 
shipping companies, including the 
Cunard Steamship Company, to allow 
shomerim on board to supervise meals 
for Jewish passengers. But these attempts 
had been unsuccessful. “ The shipping 
lines say that to keep 4 supervisor would 
be an expensive item and not .worth 
while,” said Dayan Rapoport. 

Mr. A. 1. Bard, former President of 
the Commission and now Hon. Vice- 


President, said that some years ago he’ 


interviewed the management of the 
Cunard company on this point. The 
answer given was that there was 
insufficient demand and most of the 
Jewish passengers did not want such 
supervision, | 
The President, Mr. J. Cinna, agreed 
with a member of the Commission that 
pressure should be put on to the ship- 
ping companies by intending passengers, 
who should demand kKashrut supervision. 
Representing the Central Synagogue, 


Mr. M. W. Snapper asked for further 


clarification regarding the arrangements 
whereby foreign visitors. to . London 
could arrange for pre-packed meals from 
kosher restaurants to be sent to them 
for the Shabbat. He said it was difficult 
for such Jewish visitors to afrange. lor 
such meals in advance if they only 


arrived in London on the eve of Shabbat. 
Mr. Cinna replied that he was certain 


meeting him for a swim on deck 


that if a visitor arrived before Shabbat 
he could contact a restaurant. If he 
Stays at a non-Jewish hotel he can order 
pre-packed kosher meals to be sent to 
him. He said that the executive would 
consider the question of. publicising 
facilities for kosher meals in countries 
abroad, so that visitors would have such 
information before leaving their homes. 


The Commission is also to approach 


the Association for Jewish Youth to 
inquire as to the arrangements for 
kashrut al sun.mer camps. 

Dealing with the ‘accounts for 1958, 

Mr. Myer Harris, Joint Treasurer, said 
that while the accounts indicated a satis- 
factory and reasonable financial position, 
nevertheless they did not reflect the same 
meéasure of expansion and progress as 
reported in 1957. In the 1957? accounts 
there was an excess of income over the 
previous year of some £3,814, whereas 
the 1958 accounts showed an excess of 
only £937. This was not an admission 
of retrogression or of a standstill policy, 
but indicated the culmination of a period 
of broad expansion. Only five years ago 
the. accounts showed an income of 
£13,380. Today tt was £25,123.

THE political crisis which has 
developed in Israel in connection 
‘with the, sale of arms. the 
German Federal Republic is regret- 
table, and retlects little credit on 
any of those concerned. 


From the strictly logical point 
of view the Israeli Government's 
' case for selling arms to Germany 
is, no doubt, unassailable. Israel's 
young but efficient arms industry 
must export in order-to maintain 
balanced use of its capacity. The 
Federal German Government, 
which. is a democracy the 
Western sense of the word, has 
endeavoured in. some measure to 
atone for Hitler's crimes by 
measures like the Reparations pay- 
ments, ‘which Israel gladly accepted, 
_and by. legal prosecution of. anti- 
German rearmament is 
considered . necessary the 
Western Powers against the Soviet 
threat.. Moreover, Israeli 
shipments to Nato countries ensure 
more favourable consideration to 
her requests for permission to pur- 
chase modern heavy arms. . 

But logic is not everything ; and 
who. Knows that better than 
Premier Ben-Gurion ?. The idea of 
heiping to arm a German army, 
whatever the justification, is bound 
to be so repugnant to millions of 
Jews, in Israel and abroad, that its 
political wisdom is open to ques- 
tion. Were the matter vital to the 
State’s security, like the Repara- 
tions 
would have to be overridden, -but 
this is not the case in ‘the point at 
issue.. Israelis may find: it irksome 
to be. bound by Jewish sentiments, 
but surely this is a corollary of the 
partnership between Israel and the 
Diaspora. 

Whatever the wisdom of the 
Government's decision, the behavi- 
our of its dissident -Left-wing 
members is still harder to justify, 
and appears to motivated 
exclusively considerations of 

party political gain. é 

The Ministers concerned were 
aware of the dea! several months 
ago. Had they wished to oppose 
it, they should have done so then, 
if necessary Carrying their opposi- 
tion to the point of resignation.

DESPITE the many solemn 
promises of the Bonn Government 
and the undoubted sincerity of its 
head, Chancellor Adenauer, nearly 
two million claims of Nazi victims 
for indemnification remain un- 
settled. This startling figure given 
at the Conference of the Central 
Council of Jews in Germany last 
week has come as a shock to the 
small community of Jews in Ger- 


many as well as to millions abroad.. 


The explanation offered in: some 
German quarters that the delay is 
due to a shortage of staff in the 
offices dealing with indemnification 
claims cannot be taken seriously. 
Western Germany has been able, 
in the past few years, to rebuild

The suspicion must arise 
that some German officials attempt 
to delay payment as long as pos- 
sible in the hope that many of the 
victims will die before they receive 
their due. How else can the fact 
be explained that while nine-tenths 
of the total indemnification claims 
from Nazi victims are ignored, 
numbers ci former Nazi. officials 
enjoy high State pensions paid to 
them either by the Central Govern- 
ment in Bonn or by the Govern- 
ments of the various Lander ? At his 
latest meetings with Dr. Adenauer, 


‘Dr. Goldmann suggested a num- 


ber of measures to expedite the 
implementation of the indemnifica- 
tion law, including an increase in 
the staff of indemnification officers. 
The German Chancellor is reported 


to have agreed with these sug- 
gestions and “promised to take 
steps to speed the¢#tilMfilment of the 
indemnification programme. These 
assurances are welcome, but Jewish 
organisations in Germany and 
abroad must continue to keep con- 
stant. vigil to ensure that the 
indemnification law is carried out 
in accordance with the 
spirit of the agreement and the 


~ moral obligation undertaken by the 


Bonn Government. 


NASSER’S OUTBURST 


THE unusual stridency of the 
Egyptian dictator's outburst against 
Israel this week can be traced 
to several sources. Cairo’s sudden 


silence on Iraqi questions is a sign 


that Nasser finally recognises that 
he has met with a setback there. 
He is trying to compensate for it 
by anti-Israeli exploits. By seizing 
a cargo bought by Ceylon, f.o.b. 


Haifa, he has raised. storm: in 


exvellence, whose. goodwill he 
afways sought to win. and his 
amazing claim that-he has the right 
to seize and sell all cargoes emanat- 
ing from ‘Israel, whoever their 
Owners may be; has outraged wider 
circles. True to form, he is trying 
to brazen jit out. Moreover, Nasser 
has come to believe that the U.N. 
Secretary-General is at his most 
conciliatory with those who shout 
the loudest. It is in the wider 
interests of the U.N. to prove him 
wrong lest he encourage others. He 
is hoping for a large loan from the 
World Bank to widen the Canal. 
Whatever the merits and demerits 
of his request, it should be made 
conditional on his willingness to 
observe U.N. rulings, 
those which affirm Israel’s freedom 
of navigation. | :

FUTURE OF REFORM 


As the World Union for. Pro- 


gressive Judaism represents a drift 


of opinion more radical than that 
of the Reform Synagogues of Great 
Britain, there can be no. surprise 
that the annual confeience of the 
latter body has decided to dis- 
affiliate. In recent 
English Reform movement has 
shown definite trend 
direction, | more 
evident among the rank and file 
of the laity than among. the 


Jeaders, and the decision of last 


week-end represents an inchoate 
Striving in that direction. The 
decision is negative in form, but 
it is charged with potentialities 
that are highly positive. For years, 
despite its affiliation to the World 
Union, the English Reformers have 
been spiritually isolated and intel- 
lectually in the doldrums. Will 
they now use the opportunity to 
draw. closer to the main body of 
English Judaism, from whose more 
vigorous currents their thinking 
might be quickened ? Despite the 
violent diatribes that sometimes 
achieve temporary notoriety, such a 
rapprochement would be widely 
welcomed throughout the Anglo- 
Jewish community. The great 
barrier, however, is the unwilling- 
ness of the Reformers to conform 
to the rules accepted by the 
majority in matters of personal 
status. For the Reform minority 
to modify their highly prized free- 
dom in this respect would call for 
an unusual degree of self-abnega- 
tion, and it remains to be seen 
whether it has the leadership 
‘strong enough to grasp, the nettle

ARCHITECT OF SINAI 


Mr. SHIMON PERES, whose resig- 
nation from the Israeli Ministry of 
Defence has been announced, is 
better known in Israel than abroad. 
A member of the “ younger genera- 
tion” of Mapai, who were raised 
to high positions by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion on account of their execu- 
tive ability and undivided loyalty, 
he was appointed Director-Genercl 
of the Ministry while in his early 
thirties. He is generally credited 
with an important part in formu- 
lating, as well as executing, the 
new Israeli foreign and defence 
policies adopted after the Soviet- 
Egyptian arms deal of 1955, and 
which led to a vast improvement in 
Israel’s military power and diplo- 
matic status. Some, indeed, would 


assess his share in the credit as 


second only to Mr. Ben-Gurion’s. 
His re-entry into Party life will cut 
two ways. On the one hand it is 
designed to attract’ votes, in par- 
ticular those of the younger 
generation, who are not attracted 
to the old-style trade union and 
socialist politicians. On the other 
hand the entry into the Mapai 
leadership of figures like. Dayan, 
Peres and Eban, who have grown 
to think in terms 
instead of Party and class interest, 
is bound to affect the Party's 
methods and approach, and there 
is reason to hope that it may help 
to bring the Party's economic 
policies more into line with th 

needs of the day. 


KASHRUT AT SEA 

Ir one of the features of a great 
ocean liner is that it obliterates the 
difference between sea and dry land, 
then its galleys become as propet 
an object of the zeal of the Kashrus 
Commission as the kitchens of a 
luxury hotel. Yet one wonders 
whether some of the speaker at 


the annual meeting of that body — 


did not find themselves at sea when 
discussing kashrut afloat. What did 
not receive sufficient emphasis 
that shipping companies carry pas- 
sengers, whether observant Jews or 


of any other disposition, as a matter

Over many years they have had an 
exemplary record of readiness to 
comply with Jewish _ religious 
réquirements, and the expressions 
of satisfaction from Jewish pas- 
sengers have been numerous.

-only a small number make use of 


the kosher  facilities—on one 
crowded voyage of the Queen 
Elizabeth the number was 1 per 
cent of the Jewish first-class pas- 
sengers, In such aq situation it is 


quite unrealistic to suggest that 


there is a demand for closer super- 
vision by the Beth Din. The need 
is rather to strengthen the obser- 


vance of kashrut than to attempt 


to put pressure on the shipping 
companies. 


FEDERATION AGAIN 


As heads are shaken over the 
Federation of Synagogues most 


-often because of the violence of its 
internal dissensions, it -would 


churlish to launch an attack merely 
because the meeting reported this 
week was marked by an unusual 
absence of controversy. But the 
smoothness in the running of the 
Head Office which the President 
reported with. satisfaction will te 
viewed with modified rapture out- 
side the closed circle of Federation 
leaders. This group of synagogues 
has no Principal Rabbi, no Secre- 
tary, no Sexton, no Executive 
Director. Some of these offices have 
been .vacant for an wuaconscion- 
able time, though presumably con- 
tributions have always been levied 
on the footing that officials have 


to be paid; but still Mr. Lederman - 


could not honour his council by an 
excuse for the failure to fill the 
vacancies less threadbare than the 
undesirability of- “rushing.”

DISPOSAL OF REFUGEE FUNDS 
Jewish Contribution to World Appeal 


Sirn,— At the meeting last week of 
<orra, the new society combining 
the Central British Fund, Ort, and 
Ose, which is launching the Com- 
bined Overseas Rehabilitation and 


| Refugee Appeal as the Jewish effort 
in the World Refugee Year, I wished 


to make a proposal for reconsidera- 
tion of the objects of the appeal. But 
no opportunity was given. So I ask 
for the hospitality of your columns 
to bring the matter to the attention 
of the community. 


The specific. purpose of World 
Refugee Year is to enable the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees to clear up the problem of 
the remnant of 200,000 refugees in 
Europe, of whom 32,000 are in 
camps, and of the 15,000 Russian 
refugees from the First World War 
languishing in’ China. The High 
Commissioner spoke movingly about 
their condition, and also. about 


other masses of refugees, such as the — 
7000000 Chinese in Hong Kong and 


the 900.000 from Palestine,. 


The plan announced by Lady 
Elliot at the meeting was that the 
Jewish society should use the funds 
they raise first for their own needs, 
and make a grant from the balance— 
if there is any~to the “general 
fund.” But the balance left for the 
“ general fund” may be inadequate. 
It would be right, I suggest, that a 
substantial part of the total fund 
should. be allocated from the outset 
to the “general purpose”: and that 
should be the Jewish contribution to 
the world effort. Happily Jews are 
no longer a main part of the problem 
of refugees, now that Israel is open. 
We received great help for Jewish 
refugees in the post-war world from 


the International Refugee Organisa-_ 


tion of the United Nations, and from 
the High Commissioner himself. Now 
is the opportunity and the call for 
Jews in return to help non-Jewish 
refugees in a cause of humanity. I 
hope the Committee of Corra. will 
reconsider the present plan on these 
lines.

Life is not easy in a People’s 
Democracy. The standard of living 
is low, an. egalitarian drabness 
pervades the country—especially 
the capital—and freedom as it is 
understood in the West does not 
exist. 

Nevertheless, the Jewish com- 
munity recognises that things might

be worse. With a long record of 
suffering and persecution behind 
them, culminating in the overt anti- 
semitism of the Horthy dictatorship 
and the barbarities of the Nazi 
occupation, the Jews of Hungary 
appreciate that today they are not 
worse off than the rest of the popu- 
lation and that the highest positions 
in the academic and administrative 
(if not the governmental) life of the 
country are open to them. The 
view is now. generally held— 
although it may not ‘have. been 
current at the time—that if the 1956 
uprising had succeeded, the victory 
of the liberal faction would have 
been short-lived and Imre Nagy’s 
Government would very soon have 
been replaced by a fascist and anti- 
semitic régime. 


Hungarian Jews claim that’ the 
evidence is conclusive that 
reactionary elements in the country 
are still so strong that no govern- 
ment of a more or less liberal ten-

dency could survive. Rightly or 
wrongly they believe that the only 
alternative to a dictatorship of the 
proletariat is one of the extteme 
Right. Thus, they reconcile them- 
selves to the present régime of 
Janos Kadar, which is undoubtedly 
less repressive than that of the 
former Jewish Premier Matyas 
Rakosi. Indeed, the present 
Ministry of Religious Affairs allows 
Jews, in common with the other 
religious communities . (Roman 
Catholics and Protestants), liberty 
to practise religion without hind- 
rance. The Ministry pays the 
salaries of priests, rabbis. and 
officials and maintains communal 
buildings in. repair. The Govern- 
ment-appointed head of the Jewish 
community, Mr. Sés, a journalist 
and author, while holding a posi- 
tion of considerable importance 
inevitably also fills the réle of a 
Government spokesman and 
apologist. | 
Such a situation cannot fail to 
produce tensions within the com- 
munity, and illustrates the cruel 
dilemma which is forced upon men 
whenever they live under a dictator- 
ship. The mentai anguish is shown 
most clearly in regard to the ques- 
tion of Israel. “ For us Israel does 
not exist” was the bitter jest made 
by one communal official. Diplo- 
matic relations between Hungary 
and Israel are formal and frigid. 
The Government's policy is dictated 


. by Moscow and, in consequence, an 


Jron Curtain divides. the’ Jewish 
community from the Israeli 
Legation, which a Hungarian Jew 
will penetrate at his risk and peril. 

The tensions within the com- 
munity inevitably give rise to sus- 
picion and fear. I was made 
acutely aware of this state of affairs 
when I declaréd my intention of 
Visiting Szeged to see its famous 
and beautiful synagogue. The Presi- 
dent of the Hungarian community 
was insistent that he should drive 
me the 120 or s0 miles in his motor- 
car, and appeared to: relent only 
when I informed him that I was 
already in possession of an aero- 
plane ticket for the journey from 
Budapest. I left the capital the 
following morning at 6.30, expect- 
ing that possibly the rabbi, who had 
been warned of my impending visit,

HERE was a cantor in our 
town, a man of vast girin 
which gave his voice the 
resonance of a cathedral organ, 
‘and when he sang in the shool 
passers-by would be caught in their 
‘step by the wealth of his tone and 


gathered round the building like 


an overflow meeting, while the 
congregants inside would abandon 
prayer-book, Chumash, and gossip, 
and quake with appreciation. 


This talented man was especially 
fond of Italian opera, and this 
frequently emerged in his renderings 
of the liturgy. There were certain set 
pieces. He began the service {at 
Shochen Ad) with the Grand March 
from. “ Aida” and then continued 
along orthodox lines till he came 
before the Ark, which he opened to 
the Easter Chorus from “Cavalleria 
Rusticana”™ and closed to the Te 
Deum from “ Tosca.”

WADDESDON MANOR 
NOW OPEN

ADDESDON MANOR, 
which with its contents was 


bequeathed to the National 
Trust by James-de Rothschild when 
he died in 1957, was opened to the 
public on Wednesday. Two years 
seems a long time for such a hiatus, 
and it could have been a_ shorter 
eriod had the. Trust been content to 
turn the house into a museum. 
But from Baron Ferdinand onwards 
the Rothschild wea had always been 
that this was a private house (like 


Kenwood it has no main staircase) 
and the Trust's problem has been how 


to retain the atmosphere of a private 
house when anybody is entitled to 
walk in. 

Fortunately the bequest was accom- 
panied by a maintenance fund of 
£750,000, and so it has been possib'e 
to select and train a large staff. Many 
of these will live in the house, for 
such a valuable collection (quite the 
most valuable the National Trust has 
yet received) cannot be insured against 
fire or burglary. 

uring the day cach of the eleven 
rooms wil! oe guarded by a warden. 
There js also a tata cf 20 specially 
trained guides, who will in turn be 
at the service of visitors. 

The advantage of this large staffing 
is that objects of art need not be 
protected in glass ‘cases; the Sévres 
porcelain stands on the Riesener and 
Crescent furniture as it always did, 
and, subject only to a public passage 
through ropes, everything remains 
domestic. 


Movable Treasures 


It has even been found possible to 
accommodate ‘the 12 Savonnerie 
carpets, so that they can be seen and 
not trodden on, and to protect hang- 
ings within. reach inoffensive 
nylonette. There are, however, some 
small movable treasures that are too 
far from the ropes to be seen 
properly, and experience will perhaps 
enable’: Mr. Philip James, the curator, 
to bring them a little nearer.

Vive all the difficulties, but Jewish 


leaders of all shades of opinion 
whom I met were unanimous in 
their opinion that Hungarian Jewry 
is doomed. They differed only in 
their estimate of how long it would 
take before a state of virtual extinc- 
tion was reached. It is difficult to 
dissent from this gloomy judgment 
or to see in what way Jewish com- 
munities abroad can prevent the 
radual extermination of what was 
ormerly one of the most vigorous 
centres of Jewish life and learning.

Mirror, Mirror on the Wall 


By JOHN CONNELL. 


New Faces in the Mirror, By 
YaeL Dayan. Weidentfeld & Nicolson. 
13s. 6d. 


This is a very young novel by 
someone who was 19 when she wrote 
it. Though | am sure that Miss Dayan 
will find it very hard to credit this, 
[ recognise the genre, with the 
familiarity with which one greets an 
old friend out of one’s youth. Thirty 
years ago here in England we were 
all writing our first, eagerly auto- 
biographical novels, which—not, of 


- course. in content, but in manner, out- 


look, and aspiration—were exactly 
like this. Three undergraduates at 
Oxford in my time all had their first 
novels published, in a single summer, 
within six weeks of one another. One 
of the authors is now a Cabinet 
Minister, the other wrote one or two 
plays which were very successful, and 
he departed to Hollywood to write 
film scripts; the third has just read 
Miss Dayan’s novel with enjoyment, 
gratitude, and more than one dagger- 
twist of irony in his heart, | 


Autobiography 


The book is sheer, unabashed auto- 
biography from beginning to end. It 
is, indeed, so nakedly autobiographi- 
cal (Miss Dayan does not even deign 
to write in the third person) that it 
is likely to embarrass several of those 
portrayed in it, with that sharp, almost 


‘cruel, fidelity—keen as a surgeon’s 


knife, naughty as an urchin’s glance 
—which is the especial ‘gift of the 
very young writer. It is an account 
of two years’ compulsory service in 
the Israeli Army performed by a 
clever, conceited, catty-kittenish, 
bitchy, and babyish girl called Ariel 
Ron. She 
famed and respected Colonel Ron, 
who is the Area Commander of. the 
district in which does. her 
recruit’s training. - It 1s also an 
account of her relationship with her 
parents, her friendships, her 
affairs, her. angers; ..and her. dis- 
appointments. It leaves her at the 
end of her military service and on

the edge of beginning to grow up. 

it is written with a taut, self- 
conscious economy which has its own 
persuasive charm. Its portrayal of 
life in Israel (as experienced by 
people like Colonel Ron and his 
family) and of the Army of Israel is 
mercilessly accuraje. Miss Dayan is 
writing of what she has known and 
felt; she believes this experience to 


be utterly unique, and she cannot rest 


until she has. put it down on paper. 
I fear that the novel may take a-caning 
at other hands than mine; by coptem- 
porary English standards it is highly 
romantic, teetering on the edge of 
sentimentality feven 1, dear old 
fuddy-duddy that | am, began to feel 
extreme distaste for Lieutenant Ron’s 
intimate little chats with her shadow); 
and when Miss Dayan has read more 
and experienced more, | have little 
doubt that she will be only too anxious 
—oh, in five years’ time or so—to dis- 
claim this book and all its literary 
accomplices. In 20 years’ time she 
will, perhaps, reread it, murmuring - 
“ Well, well, well, so that was myself 
when young,” and it will seem to her 
as remote as some faded snapshot of 
herself as a little girl, dressed up for 
Purim, 


In Perspective 
Others may make, for a few weeks 
or months, a great arsument around 
and. about the book. Miss Dayan will 
receive (she has already received) a 
fairly lavish dose of publicity, in 
Israel and elsewhere. The few who 


. are really concerned in and with the 


book will come to see it in perspec- 
tive, however extreme their present 
emotions may be (it is remarkable 
What storms an autobiographical first 
novel can provoke in the circle of 
one’s family and friends}. But for 
herself, and herself alone, Miss 
Dayan has created a mirror which 
will not tarnish or crack, but which, 
when she gazes into it in years to 
come, may—for causes she will think 
she has quite forgotten—stir her to 
a sudden mingling of tears and 
Jaughter and awe. 


SEPHARDI MUSIC 


By H. C. STEVENS | 


Liturgie Sephardie. Produced with 


the collaboration of the Rev. ELIEZER

musical’ transcription. — Introduction, 
Notes, etc., by O. Camuy, Vallevitine, 
Mitchell for. the World Sephardi 
Federation. 25s. 


This companion and senior volume 
to the “ Chants Sephardis” published 
last. year brings to completion the 
task of registering in permanent form 
the secular anc religious songs of the 
synagogue and home. Only now, with 
this volume before us, is it possible 
to realise how important it was. to 
have the task done. We now have a 
very rich and, from the musicological 
aspect, very luable collection of 
Sephardi music which opens up a 
highly important field for study. 

Many of the songs now collected 
are obviously intended for congrega- 


tional or group. singing, and in .this 
regard it is significant that they are 
largely bright and cheerful in mood, 
despite repeated stylistic formule 
which would normally suggest a 
darker, less positive feeling. Congre- 
gational songs are not as a rule out- 
standing in melodic invention, but the 
very simplicity of many of the melo- 
dies gives them an unadorned beauty 
of their own. 

Everybody concerned with the pub- 
lication of this book deserves our 
thanks, especially as it is excellently 
produced. The introduction by O. 
Camhy is stimulating. but one would 
have liked to have more information 
concerning the individual melodies: 
their provenance, attributed author- 


_ ship, age, etc. But perhaps the World 
- Sephardi Federation would now con- 
sider a companion volume devoted to 


Sephardi music from the viewpoint 
of musicology and musical history. 


California 

No Further West, by Dan Jacobson 
(Weidenfeld &. Nicolson, 16s.) is an 
essay on Calhfornia, where two years 
ago. the author went to take up a 
Creative Writing Fellowship at Stan- 
ford University. Mr. Jatobson. writes 
compellingly of the futuristic. spectacle 
presented by the enormous roads and 
never-ending suburbs of an automobile- 
centred civilisation. He goes on to give 
a novelist’s-eve view of life in one of 
commercialised 
corners of America, though he is at 
some pains to deny that -all Californians 
are as brash as his description makes 
them appear. There are some fascinat- 
ing glimpses of manners and men 
which, tantalisingly, remain glimpses 
only.

ADDESDON MANOR, 
which with its contents was 


bequeathed to the National 
Trust by James de Rothschild when 
he died in 1957, was opened to the 
public on Wednesday. Two years 
seems a long time for such a hiatus, 
and it could have been a shorter 
period had the Trust been content to 
turn the house into a museum, ° 


But from Baron Ferdinand onwards | 


the Rothschild mea had always been 


that this was a private house (like 


Kenwood it has no main staircase) 
and the Trust’s problem has been how 
to retain the atmosphere of a private 
house when anybody is entitled to 
walk in. 

Fortunately uest was accom- 
panied by a maintenance fund of 
£750,000, and so it has been possib'e 
to select and train a large staff. Many 
of these will liv2 in the house, for 
such a valuable collection (quite the 
most valuable the National Trust has 
yet received) cannot be insured against 
fire or burglary. 

During the day each of the eleven 
rooms will be guarded by a warden. 
There is also a rota of 20 specially 
trained guides, who will in turn be 
at the service of visitors. » 

The advantage of this large staffing 
is that objects of art need not be 
protected in glass cases; the Sévres 
porcelain stands on the Riesener and 
Crescent furniture as it always did, 
and, subject only to a public passage 
through ropes, everything remains 
domestic.

JEWISH HOSPITAL | 


NEEDS SUPPORT 


Justifying Cost of 
Kashrut

While the number of non-Jewish 
patients at the London Jewish 
hospital is increasing, that of the 
Jewish patients is on the decline, This 
was reported by Mr. Eric Wolff, 
Chairman of the Hospital House 
Committee, when he presided at last 
week's distribution of prizes and 
certificates to nurses at the Hospital. 


“ This Hospital,” said Mr, Wolff, 
originally founded serve. 


Orthodox Jews and it still does.” But 
now, he.continued, it: Was not receiving 
sufficient support from. ether . Jewish 
patients or Jewish medical practitioners. 

The Hospital had been taken over by 
the State under the National Healtn 
Service but was allowed to keep. its 
own dietary. laws. 

Koshers food, however, cost. more 
than nonfkosher food and this had been 
a source of. constant irritation to fhe 
Ministry of Health. A small hospital 
cost more to run than a large one, and 


this had been another source . of 
itritation, The only justification,’ . he 
emphasised, “for a. hospital © which 
supplies. a .special service, is: that it 


should be supported by the people for 


whom jt was designed.’ 
‘In 1954 the total. admissions to the 
- Hospital had numbered 1,704, of which 
1.185 had been Jewish and non- 
Jewish. In. 1958, the total admissions 
had been 1,610, of which 965 had been 
Jewish and 645 non-Jewish. There had 
been: a general decline in. the occupancy 
_ of the Hospital's beds over the past four 
years. But the marked decrease . had 
been in the number of Jewish patients, 

More non-Jews were coming to the 
Hospital, because they liked the service 
which it gave them. The Hospital had 
an excellent staff and some of the finest 
consultants tn this country. But in view 
of the fact that. it had been: established 
for patients who wanted to eat kosher 
food, the Committee had to be sure they 
were justified in spending the £100,000 
which it was proposed to devote to 
rebuilding work io 

Mr. Wolff also réferred to the dif- 
ficulty of finding a sufficient number of 
Jewish girls who were prepared to be 
trained as nurses, They were hoping to 
recruit More Jewish gitls from abroad. 
Next week their Matron would leave for 
Casablanca to recruit Jewish girls. 

Miss Miriam Moses. presented. the 
awards and.gave an address.

Love's based on Shakespeare, 
is the work of various students of the 
Cambridge A.D.C.,. including Corin 
Redgrave, the son of Sir Michael. Many 
famous artists have in the. past sprung 
from this company, but no one need run 
to the Lyric, Hammersmith, to spot the 
budding stars, It will be much more fun 
to see them in later vears, although it is 
evident from the tinkling tunes that the 


influence, but not the gentus, of. Julian 
Slade, who came from the A.DC.. per- 
sists. Bevond this there 1s. little to 
record. The Elizabethan lovers have 


been transposed into Edwardian roman- 
tics. of the vear 1901, and the play ends 
with an impressionist Merging of two 
wars.

“American Jewish Year Book,” 
which has just been published here 
for the 60th consecutive year. . 

In 1899, when the book was first 
issued, there were slightly more than 
one million Jews in the United States. 
Today, the Year Book estimates there 
are 5,260,000 in the country, 

In a report on world Jewish popula- 
tion, the Year Book stated that t':e 
total Jewish population was estimated at 
more than twelve million, Of this 
number, about 6,200,000 Jews live ia 
North, Central, and South America; 
about 3,500,000 are in Europe; while 
Asia has about 1,900,000. About

CZECH COMMUNITY 
REORGANISED 


88 Congregations

As a result of a reorganisation of 
Jewish community life in Czecho- 
slovakia it now appears that there 
are over eighty Jewish congregations 
in Bohemia and Slovakia. The head- 
quarters of the religious communities 
in Bohemia are in Prague, to which 
are uffiliated, according to the figurcs 
just published, nine large communi- 
ties and 30 smaller ones. Those in 
Slovakia, with heagquarters at Brati- 
slava, number 49. 

. Supervising the religious communities 
in Bohemia are the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Gustav Sicher, officiating in Prague, and 
three other rabbis—Dr. Richard Feder, 
‘in Brno, Dr, Bernard Farkas, in Carls- 
bad, and Rabbi Emil Davidovic, in 
Liberec, formerly Reichenberg. 

The Jewish community in Prague 
maintains two Chazanim, and there is 
one chazan each at Brno, Pilsen, 


Olomouc, Ostrava, Teplice-Lazne, and 


Usti. There are two shochetim, one at 
Prague and one at Carlsbad. | 

e Chief Rabbi of Slovakia is 
Rabbi Elias Katz, of Bratislava, and 
there are two more rabbis—Solomon 
Steiner in Kosice, and Gustav Wald in 
Banska_ Bystrica.

A delegation trom the Canadian 


Jewish Congress has presented a 
brief on the prehandling of ‘animals 
before shechita to Mr. Davie Fulton, 


the Canadian Minister. of Justice. . 


The Canadian Government is faced 
with growing opposition to shechita 
led by .the Humane 
Societies, who claim that the 
“inhumane.” 

The. delegation asked that any over-all 
prohibition of shackling and hoisting 
(which is the method used in shechita in 
Canada) without adequate objective and 
scientific proof as to its inhumanity, 
should not be considered. It stated that 
a joint advisory committee of the Syna- 


-gogue Council of America, and the 


National Community Relations Advisory 
Council, with which the Canadian 


. Jewish Congress is associated, is making 


an investigation to “ascertain the most 
humane and practical methods of pre- 
paring animals for Jewish religious 
slaughter and to develop the equipment 
process. mecessary for such 
purposes.” | 

The Canadian Government is likely to

Major-General Ulysses S. Grant IIT 
has stated here that he regrets mailing 
copies of an antisemitic article which 
blames “Jew financiers” for causing 
the Civil War in the 1860s, The 
article, entitled “Abraham Lincoln 
and the Rothschilds,” was inserted in 
the June issue of the bulletin of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion of 
the U.S.A, and sent to its 3,000 mem- 
bers, who are descendants of officers 


who fought in the war. [A report 


about the article appeared in last 
week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE.] 


Grant, who is commander-in-chief of 


a Loyal Legion, said he had no idea 
e article would reach the general 
public. “It was meant to go only to 
supposedly friendly group that is 
‘interested in anything concerning Mr. 


Lincoln and his administration,” he said, — 


“There was no intention of an attack 
on_any race or faith.” | 
The Anti-Defamation League of the 


B'nai B'rith received a copy of the article 
from an enraged member of the Loval 
Legion. The A.D.L. subsequenily dis- 
covered that the article first appeaied 
in 1940 in a. publication, “ Social 
Justice,” mouthpiece for Father Charies 
E. Coughlin, who was then an active 
ntisemite. It was dug up and distri- 
uted recently by the Seaboard White 
Citizens’ Council. 

The A.D.L, wrote to General Grant 
that the article was “counterfeit in 
detail and conclusion” and asked him to 
disavow it. Grant expressed regret that 
he did not check the facts.
